Creep Feeding Heifer Calves 


A Comparison with Non Creep Fed Steer Calves 


By Bruce R. Taylor 


THE That heifer calves sell from 
PROBLEM _ $1.00 to $2.00 per cwt. lower 
than steer calves of the same 
weight, quality and breeding is a well known 
and accepted fact in the marketing of feeder 
calves. This discount for heifer calves var- 
ies in amount but is usually certain when- 
ever feeder calves are marketed. Further- 
more, some buyers of feeder calves who 
make a practice of contracting calves early 
in the season will not bid -n the heifers end 
at all. 
This condition which results in the heifer 
calves returning fewer dollars per head to 
the producer has prompted this study. 


THE Phase I. In this experi- 
EXPERIMENT: ment the heifer end of 

the calf crop has been 
creep-fed during the suckling period 
for direct comparison with no creep 


steer calves received no grain while nursing. 
The calves were February, March and April 
calves comparable in age, quality and breed- 
ing to many of the feeder calves produced 
in Oklahoma. 


SUMMARY: 1. Heifer calves dropped 

in March and April which 
were creep-fed while nursing their dams and 
then full-fed in dry lot for 48 days after 
weaning consumed 18% bushels of corn per 
head and weighed 603 pounds at nine months 
of age. 

2. These 603 pound fat creep-fed heifers 
were appraised at the close of the dry lot 
feeding period at the same price as their 
477 pound half brothers had been valued as 
feeder calves at weaning time. 

3. Based on the final appraised value of 


$10.00 for both lots of calves the 477 pound 
feeder calves (steers) made a net return of 
$28.03 as compared to a return of $27.36 for 
the 603 pound creep-fed heifer calves. Thus 
there was only 67c per head difference in 
the net return when the creep-fed heifers 
were fed for 48 days after weaning and the 
steers sold off the cows at weaning time as 
feeder calves. 

Had both lots been sold at weaning 
time no advantage from creep feeding is 
evident from these data as no price advant- 
age over feeder heifer calves was obtainable 
and the 58 pounds greater gain, which must 
be credited to the creep feeder, would just 
about equal the cost of the feed consumed 
in the creep. 

However, it is recognized that the creep 
feeder should probably be credited with 
more than 58 pounds additional gain 

as it is very doubtful if the heifer

An Appreciation 


I wish at this time to personally express 
my deep appreciation for the splendid co- 
operation of breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle throughout the nation; exhibitors 
generally; the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association offices at Chicago; 
auctioneers; sales managers; fieldmen and 
extension workers from the colleges; for 
the part they have played in making these 
twenty-two years of publicity service possi- 
ble for the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. ‘l'wen- 
ty-two years is a long time, there have been 
plenty of obstacles to overcome and plenty 
of promotional work to be done; to a mark- 
ed degree these barriers have been hurdled; 
the lines of opposition to the breed have 
been shattered; progress is destined to be 
even more rapid in the future; the tremend- 
ous amount of work required to accomplish 
the present high standard of the breed and 
its favorable reception by beef cattle minded 
men throughout the nation have made these 
years pass quickly. In fact it seems only 
yesterday that the first issue came from the 
presses in our office. I remember well the 
thrill of planning and completing this issue, 
August 9th, 1919, and the pride that swelled 
cur hearts as the twenty thousand first cop- 
ies were loaded on trucks and sent to the 
post office for general distribution among 
beef cattle producers of America. Before 
the first issue was assembled I had set my 
heart upon the task of making The Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal the leading beef cattle 
magazine of America and that ambition has 
been my constant aim throughout these 
years. While we have failed to reach the 
goal set at that time, I do feel that we (all 
of us together) have gone a long way up 
the road in the right direction. 

Volume twenty-two has seen a wonderful 
improvement in the progress of the breed, 
whether The Aberdeen-Angus Journal has 
been a vital factor in guiding this constant- 
ly forward movement is beside the question 
in my mind. The fact still remains that we 
have places to go and that we are leaving 
no stone unturned in the preparation for 
further gains in the field of action. Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle have triumphed as su- 
preme carcass championship winners the 
world over; they have triumphed at the 
markets both as feeder cattle and when fin- 
ished for the processors; they have gained a 
most favorable position in the hearts and 
minds of a vast majority of the processors 
and their agents; they have carried more 
than the lion’s share of championships in 
singles and carlot shows throughout the na- 
tion during this twenty-two year period— 
these singles include both the junior feeding 
contests and the open breeders classes at all 
leading shows of the nation. That record 
has been made. It is an open book, the 
pages of which are available to all who may 
be interested. The proof of these assertions 
is of record, undisputable. Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are making good in the commercial 
realm. More and more are they earning by 
accomplishment recognition in this field. 
More and larger commercial herds are in 
the making. More are in the immediate 
offing. 

Naturally a breed that is making such 
rapid progress is subject to the combined 
resistance of all competition—and that in 
turn forces us to work harder, to improve 
more rapidly in quality and individuality. 
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This brings to mind the necessity for closer 
cooperation between breeders, the complete 
blotting out of petty jealousies if any there 
be today, and a more concerted effort to 
produce the ideal market animal, an indi- 
vidual that will not alone meet the demands 
of today successfully but an individual that 
will lead the way to still higher standards 
of perfection. This program calls for the 
more careful selection of herd bulls—the 
use of bulls whose progenitors carried the 
things that we must have to accompish the 
standard we have set. That breeders gener- 
ally are following this routine is quite ac- 
cepted. Nevertheless there is room for ex- 
pansion of these top cattle—we need more 
of them and more we must and will have. 

While studying this breeding program it 
is well to remember that shortness of leg 
is desirable, that too much distance between 
the knee and the hoof must not be tolerated, 
that depth of body is necessary, that a good 
wide, straight back with a well sprung rib 
is essential, that neatly inlaid shoulders not 
too pinched at the top are also required, 
that the heads must be attractive and the 
necks short and well set into the shoulders, 
that the rumps must be wide and level, the 
flanks in line with the underline, and the 
quarters filled well down to the hocks. A 
long deep quarter that is thick from rear 
to front at the flank is most desirable. 
Legs must be straight and set well part 
and the feet and toes kept in good form. 
And don’t forget that full heart and good 
middle denoting strength and capacity for 
handling feed. The thinness of the hide 
and the depth of flesh beneath it are de- 
cidedly important factors too. While we may 
be setting up a near ideal carcass, the fact 
nevertheless remains that this is after all 
our goal. 

I want also to take this opportunity to 
congratulate all herd owners, both great 
and small, upon the fact that our cattle are 
rage 4 in the strongest hands in the history 
of the breed, which to my way of think- 
ing is but another guarantee of continued 
progress for the breed. The men engaged 
today in the production of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle whether it be for the development of 
pure bred registered herds or for commer- 
cial production, are in position to carry on 
into the future with even greater vigor and 
determination than has thus far been ex- 
hibited. The Aberdeen-Angus Journal is 
happy in this situation and now pledges as 
before its utmost endeavor to lead the way 
to new and undeveloped fields. 

Personally I crave a continuance of the 
splendid cooperation thus far exhibited and 
in this expression feel that I am not alone 
representing your breed magazine but all 
influences interested in our breed and its 
welfare, and most emphatically our good 
secretary Mr. W. H. Tomhave and his cap- 
able assistants Mr. Bill Barton and Mr. 
Duane Clark. 

It is my desire that Volume twenty-three 
shall record another mile of progress—even 
greater than the year just closed. August 
issue will be the first in the next series. It 
will be the Anniversary number and _ it 
promises at this moment to eclipse any pre- 
vious effort both in number of pages and 
in breadth of circulation. Again, I wish to 
come close to the heart of every lover of 
the breed, and solicit your representation 
in the display columns of that great number 
—August, 1941—for it would be grand to 
have a majority of the herds both register-

Ak-Sar-Ben October 5-11, 1941.

When 4-H club boys and girls from all 
over the middle-west assemble at Ak-Sar- 
Ben next October to exhibit their fat calves 
and heifers in the world’s largest baby beef 
show, these young-cattle-raisers will find 
one of their most ardent wishes realized for 
the first time. 

Yielding to the requests of the young peo- 
ple and to scores of county agricultural 
agents and club leaders, Chairman W. H. 
Schellberg announced that this year’s carlot 
show, staged at the Union Stock Yards in 
conjunction with the Ak-Sar-Ben Stock 
Show, will feature for the first time a com- 
petition for “calves, any breed, weighing be- 
tween 300 and 350 pounds, suitable for feed- 
ing in 4-H club work”. The new calf class 
is in addition to those previously conducted 
for feeders under one year. 

Thus, the young people, after selling their 
fat calves and heifers in the baby beef show, 
will be able to purchase new calves from 
the range country’s finest herds right on the 
ground so they may immediately start to 
feed and prepare them for next year’s fairs 
and shows. 

The new class will likewise prove a boon 
to breeders who can send their young stock 
to the carlot show and compete for ten cash 
prizes of $60.00 down to $10.00 (the prizes 
in this class totaling $270.00), before submit- 
ting the young calves for sale to the club 
members. 

Ak-Sar-Ben opens its 14th annual expo- 
sition on Sunday, October 5th. It extends 
through Saturday, October 11th, with carlot 
auction sales on Thursday of show week. 

Other entirely new features that will give 
the 1941 carlot show a more practical ap- 
peal to older stockmen as well as 4-H Club- 
bers include the addition of classes for 
Hereford, Shorthorn and Aberdeen-Angus 
fat heifers, a change in fat cattle classifica- 
tions from an age to a weight basis, and an 
increase of $1,000.00 in total premiums of- 
fered for carlot entries. 

No weight restrictions will be placed on 
fat heifers. Fat steers, however, will be 
grouped into those above and under 1,100 
pounds. Formerly the division was based 
on entries up to yearlings and those from 
yearlings to two-year-olds. 

Carlot competition also will include 
classes for fat swine and fat lambs. All en- 
tries close September 25th. Blanks are 
available from any of the Omaha live stock 
market interests or from Ak-Sar-Ben, 201

ade it a point this year to be at Brook- 
ame South Dakota, scene of the South Da- 
kota Breeders’ Annual sale on June 5th, the 
day ahead in order to be present at the an- 
nual banquet, which we missed last year 
due to a sale falling on the same date in 
southern Iowa.

A good time 
was had by the whole group, and several 
interesting talks were made by the older 
breeders present and especially by the fac- 
ulty members telling about the history of 
the college herd and what it had done for 
the college. After the talks, a short sound 
movie entitled Meat and Romance was 
shown. This picture had to do with a young 
bride and her experiences at the butcher 
shop, with the butcher showing her the 
ideal cuts of meat from the various parts 
of the beef, hog and sheep carcasses that 
are not often called for over the counter.

At a last minute decision to hold a second 
spring sale, Northern Illinois breeders con- 
signed a number of very good young cattle 
and sold them at Sterling on June 10th to 
excellent advantage. Four dozen head made 
an average of more than one hundred seven- 
ty dollars, which we believe is one of the 
top sales staged to date by these breeders. 
Mr. Fay W. Crump of Morrison again man- 
aged the sale and offered the top females. 
L. H. Baker of Princeton, Illinois, cried the 
sale and did a quite satisfactory job. 


It may have been the date, June 10th, 
(rather late to sell bulls) yet we are in- 
clined to think the bulls were not of the 
same calibre as the females, for females 
outsold bulls by more than sixty dollars a 
head. Again it is our opinion that a more 
carefully selected lot of young bulls would 
have sold at prices comparable to that of 
the females. 

The sale was opened with Black Bessie S. 
5th 617127, a December 1939 heifer of good 
type and it took but a few moments to sell 
her to Mr. L. A. Dean of Big Rock, Illinois. 
Mr. Dean was, perhaps, the most consistent 
bidder in the sale and succeeded in getting 
nine of the females offered, all from the 
better end of the offering. Mitchell and 
Lyday of Clinton, Indiana also did a lot of 
bidding, and on many occasions lacked just 
one bid of buying. However, these Indiana 
breeders secured five females. 

J. Garrett Tolan of Pleasant Plains, IIli- 
nois did himself no harm when he sat in and 
pitched for two of the Crump consignment 
and landed both. One, Barbara McHenry 
Renomar 614868, a June 1940 calf was ex- 
ceptionally attractive and at a price of 
$325.00 should be a bargain. The other 
Tolan purchase was Juana Renomar 614869, 
also a June 1940 daughter of Renomar. She 
was promptly bought at an even three hun- 
dred and should not be considered high.

Plenty of rain seemed to be the order of 
the week but it made little difference in 
the crowd that assembled at the Fair 
Grounds at Lancaster, Wisconsin, for the 
annual Southwest Wisconsin Breeders’ Sale. 

It is our belief that twenty bulls offered 
after the first of June is a rather goodly 
number to sell, and yet, the bulls were quite 
quickly sold, many going into dairy herds 
where they will be used to produce a better 
selling veal calf than can be obtained by 
using a dairy bull. : 

In making an average of $167.35, Wiscon- 
sin breeders enjoyed their best sale to date. 
It is rather interesting to check the sale list, 
for it offers proof enough that well bred 
cattle with some condition will bring satis- 
factory prices, whether it be Wisconsin or 
Illinois. To the breeders who consign cattle 
lacking the necessary development to be 
attractive, the 1941 sale should prove a real 
example that it pays to offer better in- 
dividuals, better breeding and that these 
cattle be in a good sale condition. 

After a few words of welcome by Sale 
Manager, James C. Perrin, of Bloomington, 
Colonel Nels Kraschel offered some timely 
suggestions on the value of beef breeding 
herds of cattle today. Present also, both as 
a pre-sale speaker and later as a buyer was 
Mr. Ralph Ammon, Secretary of the Wis- 
consin State Fair. Mr. Ammon stated that 
he considered Wisconsin an ideal state for 
more beef herds, that far too much of the 
state’s agricultural income was solely de- 
pendent upon the dairy products of the 
State. For that reason he for one was build- 
ing a breeding herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. Professor “Al” Darlow, of Wis- 
consin’s Animal Husbandry Department, 
was called upon and he too emphasized the 
real value of beef breeding herds to the 
state of Wisconsin. Mr. William M. “Bill” 
Barton of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association responded with a few 
remarks as to the great interest and ever 
increasing demand for breeding stock and 
for commercial breeding cattle as well as 
feeder cattle that the breed today enjoys, 
and Bill went on to state that indications 
were for an even greater demand in coming 
months. 

As the first animal was led into the ring, 
Colonel Kraschel wasted little time and she 
rapidly sold to Mr. H. Ward Benson, of Des 
Moines, Iowa, to go to his Memphis, Miss- 
ouri, herd. This was Pine Lawn Lady 4th 
622662, an Elba Erica by a very well bred 
son of Barbara’s Ensign. Mr. Benson went 
on to buy most of the top females with 
much of the competition coming from Mr. 
A. J. Mathis, of Lansing, Iowa, and from 
Johnny Sheats, of Maquoketa, Iowa. In- 
cluded in Mr. Benson’s purchases were three 
head from the O. H. Kettler herd and four 
from the consignment of Mr. C. E. Black- 
bourn & Sons of Cassville, Wisconsin. 
Others who purchased several head were 
Messrs. Ralph Ammon, of Madison, Wis- 
consin; A. J. Mathis, of Lansing, Iowa; and 
A. B. Fulton, of Chicago.

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Tilinois Breeders Meet 


South Side Stock Farm, Host to Splendid Meeting and Barbecue

Some months ago, the suggestion was 
made that, Illinois breeders get together at 
some farm, where Aberdeen-Angus are 
bred, and enjoy a day of inspection of a 
pure bred breeding herd, learn the methods 
used in operating a modern farm and dis- 
cuss the problems common to the pure bred 
live stock breeder. Among the many, who 
were in favor of such a day was Mr. Philip 
H. Postel, owner of South Side Stock Farm. 
In fact, Mr. Postel promptly invited the 
Illinois breeders and their friends to be his 
guests for the day, stating that he would 
provide the barbecued beef, for no other 
meat could so well satisfy a beef breeding 
crowd as some barbecued Aberdeen-Angus.

Inter- 
esting to many were the fine draft horses, 
Belgians, of top quality, some of them 
ready for work. Some did work, pulling a 
farm wagon from one set of buildings to 
another; always with a good set of “riders”.

The feeding operations, both as to cattle 
and as to hogs are large at South Side 
Stock Farm.

And Related Diseases of Show and Sale Cattle 


By Dr. George H. Conn 
Freeport, Illinois 


Cattle owners who show their cattle at 
various live stock shows during the fall and 
winter months and those who sell cattle 
through consignment public sales know that 
there is considerable danger that their ani- 
mals will develop serious and often fatal 
diseases resulting from the exposure and 
handling incident to showing and selling. 


It is necessary to protect the cattle own- 
er’s investment as well as to protect the 
purchaser when his cattle are sold through 
public sales, to do everything possible to 
prevent any sickness with its resulting 
losses. Purchasers who have recently pur- 
chased animals develop diseases incident to 
public auctions and others who have lost 
these animals or incurred heavy expenses 
are willing to pay a premium for those 
animals which have been properly protected. 

Many cattle owners hesitate to show their 


animals extensively for the reason that 
there is considerable danger in losing some 
of the show animals as well as bringing the 
disease back to the home herd. 

Knowing that there are methods of treat- 
ment and prevention which work very well, 
it hardly seems logical that the cattle owner 
should expect other owners to show cattle in 
competition where they can be exposed by 
cattle that have not teen properly protect- 
ed when this can be done so easily and at 
such slivht expense. 

Some Causes of these Diseases. 

The handling of cattle during those 
months of the year when there are likely to 
be sudden changes in the weather often re- 
sults in chilling or, in other words, due to 
temperature changes taking place during 
transportation, and this is one of the ap 
common causes of the development of these

diseases. Changes in feeding and drink; 
water, also irregular feeding wet gen. 
also important factors. The excitement of 
loading and unloading and during trans- 
portation are also contributing causes, Any- 
thing that disturbs the aus life or habits 
of the animal will predispose to the deve. 
lopment of this class of diseases, 

The actual cause of most of these dis- 
eases, of course, is the infection that they 
pick up and which develops in the animal 
because of the favorable conditions present 
This in’ection or these infections, if there 
are moie than one, are to be found in prac- 
tically all yards and pens where live stock 
has been handled or kept and will also be 
found in many trucks and railway cars as 
well as in most yards and lots where ani- 
mals may be confined. Cattle only develop 
the disease caused by these infections when 
their normal resistance is lowered to the 
point that the infection can produce the 
disease. 


Diseases Prevalent at Shows and Sales. 

There are typical cattle diseases that are 
now recognized as resulting from infections 
picked up at shows or caused by the ex- 
posure and abnormal conditions made neces- 
sary by showing animals or by transporting 
them to and selling through public auctions, 
such as shipping fever (hemorrhagic sep- 
ticemia) which may be complicated with 
pulmonary oedema (an _ infectious pneu- 
monia). These conditions are often found 
also in shipped-in feeder cattle that have 
suffered considerable exposure and long 
periods without feed and drink during trans- 
portation from the range countries to the 
feed lots in the corn belt. Losses are be- 
coming heavier each year probably because 
there is a heavier movement in feeder cat- 
tle and greater infection is present in yards 
and pens and also due to the fact that the 
last year or two less attention has been 
given to preventing these diseases by the 
proper use of bacterins as was practiced for 
several years in the past. 

Some cattle owners have had very serious 
results from infection picked up at some of 
the live stock shows and others have hesitat- 
ed to show their animals because of this 
danger. It is not unusual for animals to 
pick up the infection and develop the dis- 
ease at one show and carry it to another 
where susceptible animals may become in- 
fected from them. 

These diseases usually have much _ the 
same general symptoms and the first thing 
usually noticed is a loss of appetite, quick, 
hard breathing, considerable temperature, 
usually watering of the nose and eyes, and 
in general the animal shows symptoms of 
having a respiratory disease similar to colds 
in the human. 

Preventive Treatment of these Diseases. 

The cattle owner who expects to show his 
animals at those shows that will make it 
necessary to transport these animals by 
truck or otherwise and where they will 
mingle with other cattle, should give the 
following preventive treatments. Give not 
less than 3 doses of 5 cc’s each of Mixed 
Bacterin Bovine (formula No. 2) a week 
apart. The last dose should be given a 
week or 10 days before the animals are to 
be transported to the show. If the animals 
are on the show circuit for more than 90 
days, would recommend that at the end of

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Management of the Pure Bred Herd 


tys.nmece During the Summer Months—Daily Attention Very Desirable 


_It is only natural that we are all glad to 
to see the grass begin to shoot in the spring, 
for then we can soon get our cattle away 
from the barns, which means that manure 
hauling and everyday bedding is about over. 
When the fresh grass begins to go through 
the cattle, they will soon lose their old hair 
and soon will take on a fresh appearance. 

So many of us take for granted that once 
our cattle are in the pasture no further at- 
tention by man is needed. It is my idea 
that the proper care of a herd of cattle is 
not so far removed from any form of big 
business, the fundamental principles are the 
same. Every business must have an active 
head and also a competent assistant. It all 
goes together for efficiency. This brings to 
my mind this question: How often do you 
see your cattle, once they are away from the 
barns? You may ask: Why 


should I spend an hour each 
day, merely standing looking 
at a herd of cows? 

To list just a few of the 
things that should be noticed: 
Everyone who has charge of 
the herd should keep a breed- 
ing record of each cow. Be- 
fore going out to the pasture 
consult your book to see how 
near some cow may be to 
calving. If she is up to calv- 
ing it will pay to be on hand 
during the time the delivery 
is to be made. You will prob- 
ably say that you have had 
any number of cows to calve 
when a man wasn’t around, 
which I know to be true, but 
have you ever walked out 
over your pasture and found 
a new born calf smothered 
before it had its first breath ? 


are. Many times during the summer, you 
will find that one of your cows have wedged 
between their toes an object, such as a small 
rock or perhaps a stick. I have seen wire 
wrapped tightly around a cow’s foot. More 
than once I have seen a cow step in a tin 
can and cause her foot to become swollen. 
If we see every animal carefully at least 
once each day we will remedy the trouble 
before it has gone too far. 

It is a good plan to check your pasture 
before turning out in it. Look for loose wire 
as a cow may cut her legs and udder severe- 
ly if she becomes entangled in it. A great 
menace to the legs of cattle on pasture is 
roots from trees that are close to the bank, 
which grow out of the dirt and then back 
in to leave a perfect setup for a cow’s leg 
to go through, and of course the result is a 


lot. If you have only a small herd it mj 
be well to leave the calves at the Adiga: 
have the same ration before them. Bring- 
ing their mothers from the pasture and let- 
ting the calves nurse twice daily. 

Don’t overlook the care of your bull, If 
you are using a young sire it is bad practice 
to let him run with the herd or to give him 
too many services. The older bull will take 
better care of himself. Have your bull in 
good condition for the heavy June, July and 
August breeding season. 

I believe that if we treat our cattle herd 
and give it the same attention that we would 
any major business venture, that we will 
find we are being returned a satisfactory 
profit for the extra time and money invested.

Worse yet I know that we all 
have, or wili come upon the 
scene, where the mother had 
died trying to produce a “cou- 
pon” for you to clip, but no—that was never 
to be for the cow never had any help from 
the human hand. 

It would be well for us all to stop and 
think, what the loss of a cow or two plus 
several calves in a season will total in dol- 
lars, but we have only ourselves to blame, 
as we could have prevented most of the loss. 

We all have cows that fail to breed. Many 
of us never take the necessary steps to get 
a good veterinarian to examine the trouble 
makers and put them in shape to conceive 
or have them condemned as non-breeders, 
so we can rid ourselves of boarders and buy 
replacement stock. 

We all should realize that a bunch of 
calves that are uneven in size will be sort- 
ed, when you have them ready to sell or 
even if you feed them yourself they will 
need to be sorted to get the best gains. It 
compares very favorably with little boys 
playing with big boys, only big calves have 
no consideration for little calves. In every 
herd there will be a number of heavy milk- 
ers. I have noticed while walking through 
a herd, that I see many cows that are 
swinging only two or three quarters of their 
udder. If you had only milked the cow a 
few times while the calf was small, she 
would have a sound udder. I look upon such 
things as I have mentioned as a good index 
to the kind of caretaker and cattleman you 
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An Ideal Pasture Situation—Blue Grass, Shade and plenty of good fresh water, and a 
creep at some convenient location for the calves. 


broken leg. We lose a lot of cattle from 
miring in quicksand and mud that is stirred 
by the passage of many cattle through it. 
So many of us hope that the cattle won’t 
get in the miring sand and mud, instead of 
building a fence around it. 

Nature has given up a plentiful supply of 
grass as a rule, but we sometimes must 
make provisions for a plentiful supply of 
fresh water. 

I have often heard it said that water is 
our cheapest and most plentiful food. If 
possible it is well to have your watering 
place near the shade and nearby we must 
have our salt before the cattle all the time, 
as all animals that eat vegetable and plant 
food require salt. A dry cow will consume 
about one ounce per day while a cow nurs- 
ing a calf will require more. 

The old practice of letting the growing 
calf have only what milk its mother will 
give plus what little grass it will pick, is 
surely coming to an end. The common prac- 
tice is to creep feed the calves on a ration 
of equal parts by measure of whole shelled 
corn and whole oats. The calf that is creep 
fed will weigh about one hundred pounds 
more by fall than the calf that had no grain. 
A spring calf will have consumed about 
three hundred pounds of grain and at the 
same time be in a more thrifty condition to 
carry on during the winter or in the feed

Texas Breeders Field Day.

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Shipping Fever—Prevention and Treatment 


+s they have 2 doses of 5 cc’s each of 
pgs the lent one week apart. If the 
animals develop infection on the show cir- 
cuit indicating that it is of this general 
type of infection, they should have a 5 cc 
dose of bacterins every 24 hours until the 
symptoms are under control. The above 
doses, of course, are for all animals over 
6 months of age. Cattle under 6 months of 
age should have the same bacterins in doses 
of 2% cc’s, given in the same manner and 
at the same intervals. 


For cattle that are to be sold through 
public auction would recommend giving 2 
doses of the above bacterin a week apart 
and the same size doses as recommended 
for show cattle. The last dose should be 
given, of course, one week before the ani- 
mals are taken to the sale. 


The experienced cattleman should by all 
means be prepared to handle this class of 
diseases on the show circuit. Of course, 
there is very little danger if the preventive 
treatment outlined here has been given, but 
it is always well to be prepared for emer- 
gencies that may develop. From the ex- 
perience that many cattle owners have had 
in showing their cattle, we would not recom- 
mend the showing of any cattle without the 
adoption of these preventive measures in an 
effort to prevent these diseases. 


Sanitation Is Necessary 


It is always advisable to carry out the 
best known sanitary measures for the pre- 
vention of this as well as all other infec- 
tious cattle diseases. Cattle should always 
be kept in clean and disinfected quarters 
and should be transported in clean and dis- 
infected trucks or railway cars.

Quarantine Returning Show Cattle. 

For the reason that show cattle may 
pring infection to the home herd, that are 
returned from the show, it is always advis- 
able to place them in strict quarantine and 
in quarters that are thoroughly cleaned and 
disinfected and keep them there for 30 days 
after they have been shown. 

Cattle that have been bought at public 
auction should also be handled in the same 
manner. Regardless of all precautions that 
may be taken, it is possible in some in- 
stances to bring a serious and sometimes 
highly fatal disease to the home herd with 
cattle that have been purchased at an auc- 
tion sale. 

Our experience and judgment is that best 
results will be secured by prevention of 
these diseases by the general method out- 
lined here. 

In the use of Mixed Bacterin Bovine No. 
2, for this class of conditions, we would by 
all means recommend that only the washed 
type of bacterin be used. Our observation 
from results secured from the whole cul- 
ture type has been that it often produces 
shock which is always serious and many 
times fatal. Since this is a cheaper type of 
bacterin to make than the washed type most 
veterinary supply houses furnish it to vet- 
erinarians instead of the more expensive 
one. The washed type bacterin that we 
recommend is made by the same general 
method used in making bacterins for hu- 
man use; and even though it is a more 
expensive method of making bacterins the 
cost per dose should not be more than 2c 
or 3c more than the whole broth or whole 
culture type. This is a point that cannot 
be overlooked if satisfactory and safe re- 
sults are to be expected.

This young herd bull, Mon- 
amere Earl, has for dam 
Barbara of B. M. 65th 500781, 
and she is a daughter of Bar- 
barian of Rosemere 30th who 
was sired by the great Cong- 
don & Battles bull Prizemere 
32d. The second dam is Bar- 
bara M. 33d and she is a 
daughter of Blackcap Mar- 
shall 32d 389353 an own son 
of the renowned Earl Mar- 
shall, who sired five Interna- 
tional grand champion bulls. 

Monamere Earl is consider- 
ed to be one of the top bulls 
ever produced at the Kuhns 
Prairie Pastures farm. This firm, father 
and son, are planning their first auction sale 
to be held at Prairie Pastures farms on 
Thursday, October 2d, 1941, when they will 
sell a fine collection of bulls and females 
consisting of fifty head of their tops. There 
will be eight bulls, among them a full broth- 
er to this bull Monamere Earl. It was only 
a few days ago that in company with Bill 
Barton we visited Prairie Pastures and 


while there helped Messrs. Kuhn select the 
cattle for this October auction. These gen- 
tlemen, being especially desirous of having 
a good sale turned us loose and allowed us 
to divide the tops in their herd for this occa- 
sion.

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Palladium Item 


Four good herds of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle cn inspected Tuesday, June 23d, by 
members of the Richmond _ District Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ association and their 
guests who toured Wayne, Preble, and 
Union counties. This being the first tour of 
its kind attracted the attention of about 
eighty persons who were interested in the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle business. 

The tour, sponsored by the recently organ- 
ized group of breeders, inspected Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle at the R. G. Leeds farm south 
of Richmond, the Harvey farms east of Bos- 
ton, the Charles Swafford farm north of 
College Corner, and the Harvey Hawley 
farm west of College Corner. In all, about 
ninety head of cattle were inspected. 

P. T. Brown, animal husbandman from 
Purdue, spent the day with the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders and commented on the 
herds inspected. Brown said, “The breeder 
that is just getting started needs the best 
bulls obtainable, the prepotent sire that will 
transmit his identity to every calf that is 
sired.” The specialist thinks it is a good 
time to stay close to the shore and keep a 
watchful eye on the conditions that might 
alter the cattle business. He claimed that 
by feeding good cattle, the returns secured 
would be as good as any bond coupons 
available. The improvement in the herd is 
made through the selection of good herd 
sires and one’s herd will never be any better 
than the herd sire. therefore ke cautious 
and critical when selecting a sire to head 
your herd, he advised. 

John Greenburg, president of the state as- 
sociation, praised the work of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders in this district. He claimed 
this type of breed organizations could be of 
mutual benefit and urged the continuation 
of the Richmond district activities. 

Dave Pfendler, secretary of the State Ab- 
erdeen-Angus association, said the organ- 
ization of this association showed the in- 
terest and good work of the local Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders was increasing, but warned 
that careful supervision was needed to keep 
the group intact. Pfendler said, “The tre- 
mendous demand for Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
at present indicates the importance of our 
preed.” Most buyers are wanting heifers 
and cows. bulls will be in demand later, 
he predicted. 

In regard to the outlook, Pfendler said,

We know that in many 
sales, the most discouraging factor, not = 
much to us, but, to the men wanting to 
buy cattle (foundation cattle from which 
they can reasonably expect to breed good 
cattle), is that too often there are but a 
few cattle of the right type, of the right 
breeding and of good enough quality to be 
expected to produce good cattle. That it 
has a bad effect on the sale average is 
true, but the greater ill is that it tends to 
devaluate all breeding stock. We, in no 
wise mean that all the young heifers and 
bulls that are bred and are being bred can 
expect to be sold for five or six hundred 
dollars, nor that all should sell for half 
that figure. But, if we offer nothing but 
the best, in our auction sales, we shall soon 
note a far greater improvment in the type, 
the quality and the worth of the breed as 
a whole. 

A few days ago, we happened to be in 
company with Duane Clark of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 
He had just returned from Dutchess coun- 
ty. While there he had seen many of the 
cattle to be offered in the Fall sale, which 
is to be held at Mr. Anthony D. Duke’s 
Briarcliff Farms, just out of Pine Plains. 
Mr. Clark, upon my question as to how 
good these cattle really were, went on to 
tell me that he had never seen a finer con- 
signment of sale cattle. He _ particularly 
mentioned that the committee had seeming- 
ly taken a great delight in seeing the cattle 
on the different breeders’ farms and then 
through mutual agreement insisted upon 
entering the very ones that each breeder 
considered his very tops. That there will 
be tops and many of them, cannot thus be 
far wrong. Mr. Clark also mentioned that 
the cattle are going to be in a very at- 
tractive sale condition. Before the August 
Journal goes to press, we hope to have some 
definite information as to some of the in- 
dividuals, and the blood lines that will be 
offered on September 29th. 


Mr. Samuel H. Morrison is to be the Sale 
Manager. He will have a lot of help from 
a committee, who individually and as a 
group are going to try to make this event 
one of the great events of the breed during 
the year 1941. If you, as readers, have any 
questions about the sale, we are certain that 
Mr. Morrison will be happy to answer your 
letter and give you the information you de- 
sire.

(The special issue arrived at the Jour- 
nal office and is a handsome 252 page issue 
the same sized pages as the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal) . . . The dispersal sale of 
the Lonjac herd must have been one of the 
outstanding sales in Aberdeen-Angus his- 
tory. In British currency at the present 
rate of exchange it represents an average 
of L159.16 per head for 190 animals. I may 
state that the average price realized for 
the bulls at the Perth sale in 1920, which 
was the boom year in Aberdeen-Angus 
values, was L146.10.

Friday, June 5th, was field day for Aber- 
deen-Angus breed rs in Sullivan County, 
Missouri. According to H. A. Cunningham, 
Pollock, Missouri, President of the Sullivan 
County Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, more good herd sires have been added 
to Aberdeen-Angus herds in Sullivan Coun- 
ty during the past year than have been add- 
ed in the five years preceding. 

“he tour included a visit to the farms 
and herds where new herd sires had been 
acquired within the past_year. The first 
visit was to the farm of S. G. Broyles near 
Reger. He had recently purchased a good 
registered bull at the Fayette, Missouri, 
sale. This bull was sired by Prizemere 
260th and belongs to the McHenry Blackcap 
family. He also bought a registered heifer 
from R. B. George, of Howard County. Mr. 
Broyles is just starting a herd of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle but is making good 
selections for foundation stock. The next 
stop on the tour was on the farm of Chas. 
M. Milligan. His herd sire was added last 
November by a _ purchase at the Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, sale. This herd sire was bred 
by Ernest Breniman & Son, Brooklyn, 
Iowa. He belongs to the Eisa Trojan Erica 
family. He is just past two years old and a 
deep, thick bull with plenty of quality. 

On the farm of Paris Lewis was observed 
a bull and ten cows which Mr. Lewis acquir- 
ed during the winter. The cows were pur- 
chased from the Frisby farm near Bethany. 
The bull was purchased from the J. C. Pen- 
ney farm at Hamilton. At the Ray Watson 
farm in Clay township a bull was exhibited 
which had been purchased at the Kershaw 
sale at Muskogee, Oklahoma. Mr. Watson’s 
bull was in show condition and shows mas- 
culinity with exceptional width and depth. 
He was sired by Muskogee Marshall and is 
a Cridlan Evergreen. He is, no doubt, one 
of the best bulls to be brought into Sullivan 
County within recent years. The next stop 
was made at the farm of Ray Teachout, lo- 
cated near Newtown, who exhibited a year- 
ling bull which had been purchased at the 
Clarinda, Iowa, sale. A compactly built, 
low to the ground individual, which should 
sire market topping calves. 

The only visit made outside the county 
was to the herd of Jim Barclay, just over 
the county line. He had recently purchased 
a fifteen months old choice bull from the 
herd of Milt Tudor, of Olin, Iowa. This bull 
is an Elba Erica and was one of the best 
bulls in the recent Brown-Tudor sale. He 
also purchased a heifer from the Glyn 
Mawr herd at the same sale. 

The first stop in the afternoon was made 
at the farm of Dr. A. W. Herington, who a 
short time ago purchased a good registered 
bull at the Knoxville, Iowa, sale. This bull 
is Earl Marshall breeding on both blood- 
sides which means there is none better in 
Aberdeen-Angus blood. The next visit was 
made at the Page farms and consisted of in- 
spection of cattle owned by I. Dean Page, 
Russel and Duane Page. Each herd was 
headed by a thick, blocky type of bull with 
plenty of quality. Russel Page has recent- 
ly purchased a bull which will be two years 
old in July. He is of the Miss Burgess 
family. He was produced in the O’Connor 
herd near Blockton, Iowa. I. Dean Page is 
also using a bull of the Miss Burgess fam- 
ily sired by Burgermere that was produc- 
ie in the herd of W. H. Cooper at Hedrick, 
owa, 

At the H. O. Cosby farm west of Green 
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City a bull recently purchased at the Mem- 
phis, Missouri, sale and bred by Dr. Laugh- 
lin, of Kirksville, was exhibited. This bull 
is exceptionally neat and has quality to 
spare. His bull is a member of the Miss 
Burgess family, sired by Prizemere 387th. 

Late in the evening a stop was made at 
the farm of H. H. Chappell & Son near 
Green Castle. Their young bull is from the 
Victor Hoffman herd near Kirksville. He is 
developing into a youngster with plenty of 
size and quality. 

Dinner was served to the touring party at 
the Center Grove church by the Home Econ- 
omics Extension Club in that community. 
Sandwiches, pie, and coffee were available 
in cuantity to satisfy hungry appetites. 

About thirty Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
joined the tour and they unanimously 
agreed that it was a day long to be remem- 
bered because of their being able to see so 
many good Aberdeen-Angus herds and to 
renew their acquaintance with Aberdeen-

by Lloyd Crowdis, Glenn Chappell, and Dr.

He has_ selected 
Blakeford Sovereign, champion of last 
_ Maryland Breeders’ Show for the 

erd bull job, obtaining this good young 
bull from his breeders, Blakeford Farms, 
Queenstown. Buck Neck Farm is noted for 
its highclass herd of Berkshires and is sure 
to be making headway with its Doddies in 
short order. 

Mr. Russell Heberling, of Chestertown, 
has solved his herd bull problem with the 
purchase of Andelot Black Jorum, a son of 
Black Lad of Sabin and from a dam by 
Revolution Blackeap. Like his sire, this 
chap is classy and well balanced. He has 
the appearance of an excellent sire in the 
making. 

About a year ago Alan McGregor was 
visiting a number of midwestern herds and 
ran across a youngster in the Wayland 
Hopley barn that took his eye. The calf 
attracted him like a magnet. He bought 
him, intending to use him. The calf did 
well, shaped up into a fetching prospect 
and everything was proceeding as planned 
when one day a neighbor, Charles P. Stokes, 
of Chestertown, came driving in. Strolling 
through the bull barn his eye fell on this 
same Elgon Eston Quality and the bull af- 
fected him exactly as months before he had 
affected Alan. To make a long story short 
the bull is now in his new home on the 
Stokes farm where the cow herd is primar- 
ily engaged in the production of calves for 
beef. In addition to the Aberdeen-Angus 
operations, commercial steer and hog feed- 
ing assumes extensive proportions. 

Another neighbor needing bulls and find- 
ing them at Andelot was Lee Towson, Jr.. 
of Kennedyville. He selected Envoy of 


Bordulac and Andelot Eiland by Bar Hen- 
derson 6th. The Towson herd has recently 
been added to by purchases in the Maryland 
sale and the Lonjac dispersion and at pres- 
ent comprises around one hundred females 
most of which came from Andelot. 

The largest group of heifers to one buyer 
went to Mr. Carl Holmes for his Stagwell 
Farm in Queen Annes County. Mr. Holmes, 
in other days, bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in England. He has keen and boundless 
enthusiasm for the breed and was most dis- 
criminating in his selections which included 
forty females and the Juana Erica bull, 
Juana’s Revolution 4th of Ada. This bull 
was in herd service at Andelot and was 
not intended for sale. However, Mr. Holmes 
took a particular fancy to him because he 
reminded him individually of one of the 
greatest stock bulls in the old country. Ju- 
ana’s Revolution 4th of Ada is by Revolu- 
tion of Page 28th, who was exported to 
Australia. He will also be remembered as 
sire of the 1939 Chicago International grand 
champion female.

Andelot Black Emperor 
is the second Andelot bull taken by Mr. 
Woolworth in as many years. 

Also going north but hardly so far was 
Master Andelot, another son of Glencarnock 
Buxton, to the Glen Mills Schools, Glen 
Mills, Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Margaret Sharpe, of Pennsylvania, 
selected three typy open heifers to add to 
her good herd and took along with them 
the bull Andelot Enzoram, son of Glencar- 
nock Buxton. In the same truck went four 
open heifers to Mr. Samuel L. Smedley and 
three open heifers to Mr. Thomas F. Sim- 
mons, both starting new herds. Both of 
these new breeders are neighbors of Dr. 
Sharpe. Arrangements have been made to 
use Andelot Enzoram on all three herds as 
they are close together. 

Another Pennsylvania breeder to draw 
recently on Andelot was Dr. Francis Ford. 
Dr. Ford selected a pair of bred heifers 
carrying the services of Andelot Edictor. 

The sons and daughters of Andelot Edictor 
are proving popular and are much sought 
after. In fact Alan reports that he can hard- 
ly get them past the calf stage before they 
are taken. 

Mr. Max B. Miller, of Talbot County, has 
always used Andelot bulls, selecting this 
time an Edictor son called Andelot Barbar- 
ian. 

Miss Marjorie Albaugh, of Pikesville, 
bought a heifer bred to Andelot Edictor to 
add to her small herd. 

Always keen to see the handwriting in 
advance of the crowd, Mr. Dean Bedford, 
Fox Hill Farm, Fallston, has sensed the 
coming popularity of the Edictors. He re- 
cently journeyed to Andelot and bought six 
heifers, four of them bred to Edictor and 
two of them bred to his son, Andelot Midic- 
tor. Fox Hill has a good herd and from 
it has come a long procession of prize-win- 
ning steers at the Easter shows and a lot 
of good breeding cattle. These heifers and 
the calves they are carrying will be given 
every opportunity to make good. Most of 
Mr. Bedford’s selections are the kind that 
come through. 

Between selling and delivering cattle, 
though, he has found time to sort out one 
swell group of heifers for the forthcoming 
joint Andelot-Cremona sale that is slated 
for September 27th on which date the indi- 
cations are that Maryland will be treated to 
one of the most brilliant affairs in its ex- 
perience with Aberdeen-Angus thrills.

of May, that Mr. Swafford really started 
looking for a herd sire. Of the bulls listed 
he was quite partial to Envious Blackcap 
Jr., a son of the 1939 International grand 
champion, Envious Blackcap B. 6th. Anoth- 
er Buckeye breeder, Mr. E. E. Greiner 
of Eastways Farms, Springfield, was also 
more than a little bit taken with this bull, 
and had come out particularly to buy him. 


Mr. Swafford was the last contender on 
Envious Blackcap Jr. He _ had, however, 
the day before, stopped in Mercer County, 
Illinois. While there, he had seen Black 
Burgess of Sunbeam 569439 and was much 
inciined to ask a price on him. By way of 
explanation, we digress a bit and state that 
Black Burgess of Sunbeam was purchased 
at the 1940 Sunbeam Farms sale at Miami, 
Oklahoma, by Messrs. Carroll and Sheats 
of Aledo, Illinois. This bull, a son of Black 
Prince of Sunbeam, the 1938 International 
grand champion, was not very highly fitted 
when the Mercer County breeders bought 
him. As we recall they paid about five 
hundred for him, when but a year of age. 
After they had him, they developed him, 
bred him to many of their cows and had 
expectations of using him for _ several 
vears. But being profit-minded, Messrs. 
Carroll and Sheats when asked for a price 
on the bull, promptly priced him at a figure 
five times the purchase price. They really 
had no desire to sell the bull, and accord- 
ingly, placed what they considered a pro- 
hibitive price on him. But, Mr. Swafford 
realizing the difficulty in first locating a 
good bull and the equally great difficulty 
in buying one, decided that he had looked 
enough and promptly bought Black Burgess 
of Sunbeam to head the herd. Black Bur- 
gess of Sunbeam should prove a great sire. 
A glance at his pedigree appearing here 
will show the names of many great bulls 
and some equally well regarded females. 
We note that one of his grandams was 
Imported Maid of Bummers, that he has, 
in both the sire and dam side of the pedi- 
gree, a strain of bulls that have always 
_ sires of great show and breeding cat- 
tle. 


But what about the cow herd? It takes 
more than a bull to make a breeding herd. 
Among the early purchases of females were 
twelve head selected from Mr. S. A. Bow- 
man’s Shawnee Farm, at Springfield, Ohio. 
In this group were nine daughters of Bow- 
man Marshall, he a son of Excelsior Mar- 
shall 3d, the sire of Envious Marshall 34, 
1932 International grand champion bull.

Some of the most interesting Aberdeen- 
Angus activities that I have the privilege of 
participating in are the field days and 
tours, conducted by the different county, 
district, and State Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Associations. We have had several of 
them thus far this summer, with many more 
to come later. I personally get a lot of 
very valuable information from these tours. 
I see many herds that I would be unable to 
see under other conditions. I learn the dif- 
ferent methods of herd management as 
practiced by the various breeders. I learn 
whether or not Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
paying their way on the farm, and incident- 
ly, I learn a great deal about Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. 

We had a series of tours the latter part 
of June through Iowa. Dick and Fred 
Hahne divided time, representing the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal, and Carl Oldsen was 
present on part of the tours, representing 
the Iowa Beef Producers. 

Our first tour started in Eastern Iowa, 
particularly Cedar and Linn counties. The 
farmers in this section had been blessed 
with an abundance of rain prior to the tour, 
so we were just a bit dubious as to the num- 
ber of breeders who would be able to leave 
their corn plowing and hay making for a 
day to accompany us. 

Our first stop on Wednesday, June 18th, 
was at the James Moffit farm, five miles 
North of Tipton, Iowa. Mr. Moffit has been 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus for several years, 
but only has a small herd. In fact only 
twenty-six mature cows and ten good year- 
ling heifers are now on the farm. His pres- 
ent herd bull is Brentor Burgess, bred by 
E. T. Davis. This is a deep, thick bull and 
he is siring a good lot of calves. The cows 
on this farm were in good condition. The 
heifers looked very good and were still get- 
ting grain. “I find that cows do better and 
it is cheaper in the long run to keep them in 
good condition,” said Mr. Moffit. The cows 
are wintered on alfalfa hay. The herd bull 
and young cattle always get grain. 

Our second stop was at the Ed Walshire 
farm, one mile east of Mechanicsville. Mr. 
Walshire has a herd of forty cows mostly of 
Blackcap Revolution and Earl Marshall 
breeding, with a little Prizemere and Eil- 
eenmere blood added the last few years. His 
herd bull has been Bar Henderson, a Cana- 
dian bred double-bred Middlebrook Prince 
33d sire. This bull has left a wonderful 


set of cows and heifers on the Walshire 
farm. His present herd bull is a double 
bred Prizemere 307th, sired by a son of 
Eileenmere 74th. Mr. Walshire showed us 
a group of very outstanding heifers that he 
is fitting for the Cedar Rapids sale. A Miss

Burgess heifer looked very attractive .to 
me. The cows are wintered on clover hay. 
The cows with fall calves get grain and the 
young cattle and the herd bull always get 
grain. 

Leaving Walshires, we drove to the H. D. 
Miller farm at Morley. Here we Saw one 
of the grandest groups of cows that it has 
been my pleasure to see. Mr. Miller has be- 
tween 160 and 175 cows and all but two 
have been bred on his farm. His chief herd 
bull of course is old Bell Boy M. K. This is 
one of the deepest, smoothest, thickest 
meated, Aberdeen-Angus bulls in service to- 
day. He is not showing his age in any way, 
and is just as active today as any four year 
old bull could ke. 

In addition to Bell Boy M. K., Mr. Miller 
is using four other herd bulls. One that he 
is especially fond of is, Cavalier 3d, a Ban- 
dolier of Anoka 3d bull, bred by Ed. Miller, 
of West Point, Nebraska. The first calves 
by Cavalier looked very good. 

Mr. Miller winters his cows on red clover 
hay and corn silage, “I never like to see my 
cattle thin, and like to bring them through 
the winter in good shape,” said Mr. Miller. 
He also stated that he wanted his calves to 
come as close together as possible. When 
we were there he had seventy calves on the 
ground that had all been dropped within 
two weeks of one another. 

From Mr. [liller’s farm, we drove to one 
of the newer Aberdeen-Angus breeders in 
Eastern Iowa. Mr. A. J. Dice, of Marion, 
purchased nine cows in 1939. These were 
the first Aberdeen-Angus females that he 
had ever owned. They are all of Blackcap 
Revolution and Bandolier breeding, and are 
really a very good set of cows for a foun- 
dation herd. Mr. Dice wintered his cows 
last year on clover hay and grain and puts 
the calves on grain just as soon as they will 
take it. 

One of the most important men in the 
Eastern Iowa Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association is Frank Plummer, of Marion. 


Lothar Huedepohl, Williamsburg, takes great pleasure 
in telling the men present about his great herd bull, 
Envious Eric B., one of the first sons of the Inter- 
national grand champion Envious Blackcap B. 6th.

Mr. Plummer is president of th i 
tion and has done, and is doing 4 Perey 3 
in keeping the breeders together and en- 
thusiastic about their business. Mr. Plum- 
mer only has thirty cows. He purchased 
his foundation females from Senator Miller 
and the first herd bull he ever used was a 
son of Belford. Since then he has used a 
son of Blackcap Belford and a son of Glen- 
carnock Revolution 6th. At present he has 
two young bulls that should continue to im. 
prove his herd. One is Revolution’s Last 
by Glencarnock Revolution 6th and the oth- 
er is a son of Blackcap Revolution B, 3d 
out of the dam of Envious Blackcap B. 6th. 
These two young bulls should prove to be 
outstanding sires in the Plummer herd. The 
families represented in this herd are En- 
chantress Ericas, Elbas and Blackcaps. The 
cows are wintered on clover hay and corn 
silage. The calves get plenty of grain dur- 
ing the first winter. Mr. Plummer always 
keeps his cows in good condition. 

Probably the only breeder who does any 
extensive showing in this section is I, EF. 
Kemp, of Marion. Mr. Kemp has long been 
a lover of good Aberdeen-Angus cattle. At 
present he has a very good herd of sixty 
cows. Several of them at one time or an- 
other have been shown. His herd bull for 
years was Glencarnock Revolution 6th, one 
of the greatest breeding sons of Blackcap 
Revolution. Several of this old bull’s daugh- 
ters are still in the Kemp herd. His pres- 
ent herd bulls are Bell Boy A., a very good 
son of Bell Boy M. K.; and Revolution Su- 
preme, which Mr. Kemp says is the best 
son of Glencarnock Revolution 6th. He real- 
ly is an outstanding bull and his calves 
stamp him as one of the good breeding bulls 
of Iowa. The cows on the Kemp farm are 
wintered on alfalfa hay and corn silage. 
Cows with fall calves get grain. The calves 
all get grain as soon as they will take it. 

Mr. Kemp is fitting a show herd for this 
year’s shows. Several of the animals, I am 
sure will cause a great deal of trouble be- 
fore the season is over. Especially attract- 
ive to me was the summer yearling heifer. 
His two year old cow and bull will also be 
very good. 

Our last stop of the day was at the J. 
W. Auman & Son farm eight miles north of 
Cedar Rapids. These fellows have a small 
but good herd of cows, mostly all of Bando- 
lier breeding. His herd bull is a double bred 
Bandolier, very low set, thick, and with a 
perfect bull head. The cows are wintered 
in good condition. The calves are all grown 
out in good shape with plenty of grain.

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Henry County Breeders Tour

The off season in the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle business may be referred to as a 
thing of the past in so far as the activi- 
ties of the breed publication are concerned. 
True, the spring sale season, which was the 
best by far in the history of the breed is 
over; and the fall shows and sales are yet 
to come. Aberdeen-Angus breeders through- 
out the country are taking advantage of 
this apparent lull in activities to become 
better acquainted, to see what other breed- 
ers are doing and how they handle their 
breeding herds—in other words innumerable 
tours and picnics are being held throughout 
the nation. Yours truly attended the an- 
nual picnic held by the Southwest Iowa 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders at the beautiful 
Wayland Hopley farms, near Atlantic, 
Iowa, on Sunday, June 22d, returned home 
that evening and then drove to Ottumwa, 
Iowa, to meet Bill Barton yet that night. 
Early ..ext morning the two of us drove 
over to Mt. Pleasant, there to meet at the 
office of County Agent L. R. Beath and his 
assistant, Club Agent Russell Sawyer. 
Waiting at the office were Mr. O. T. Wil- 
son, secretary of the Henry County Mutual 
Insurance Company, bank director and 
breeder of prize winning saddle horses, 
Hackney and Shetland ponies, and above all 
highly interested in establishing a regis- 
tered herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Mr. 
Raymond Cornick, an extensive land owner, 
together with Waldo Bloom, who has just 
purchased a bull from the Seeley-Cash herd 
and plans to install a breeding herd, were 
also in waiting. Ben Seeley and Dan Cash 
were there, too. 


Plans for a brief tour of Henry County 
herds had been completed. Immediately, 
therefore, the procession started. On the 
way we dropped in at the Karl Kneen farm 
near Mt. Union, where fourteen-year-old 
Johnnie Kneen proceeded to show us what 
had been done in a few years as a result 
of the successful club showing by his broth- 
er, Kenneth, who has a couple of champion- 
ships to his credit. In 1930 he invested his 
first show earnings in a registered Aber- 
deen-Angus cow, a daughter of Imp. El- 
dina of the Dell, purchased from Ear] Can- 
by of Winfield. Today there are six splen- 
did breeding matrons and a group of one 


and two year old heifers, they are of ex- 
cellent type and conformation and excep- 
tional quality. A Juana bull bred by Maas 
Brothers, of Riverside, and sired by Glen- 
carnock Revolution 10th is in service. Other 
foundation cows were of Donohoe breeding. 
These young men certainly will have a fine 
herd when they get it to the point of farm 
capacity. The herd is handled in the regu- 
lar good farmer manner. Club calves are 
again in preparation here. 

One of the particularly instructive stops 
was made at the farm of Mr. Cari Deal, 
near Winfield, where some_ seventy-five 
head of high grade, mostly pure bred, Ab- 
erdeen-Angus heifers are fed annually. In 
the feed lot was some sixty head at this 
time. They were of excellent quaitiy, about 
half of them really should have been in 
some commercial breeding herd for they 
were typey, low set, thick made heifers, 
with excellent heads, straight top and bot- 
tom lines, full quartered and carried well 
sprung rib formation throughout, a very 
even set of heifers. Mr. Deal procures 
them “somewhere” in Missouri, and scarce- 
ly ever fails to top the heifer market when 
he takes them to town. Just at this time 
he was putting the last touches on them, 
one load having already made the Chicago 
top, and others were waiting the signal to 
go to town. Plenty of corn and cob meal 
was included in this last ration. When 
asked if he always fed heifers his reply 
was: “Yes, I prefer heifers to steers, they 
never fail to show a profit.” 

At the Gilbert Crawford home, two young 
sons, Ronald and Wendell, had a pair of 
club calves tied in the front yard as we 
drove up to this farm near Winfield, and 
they took great pride in “showing their

A brief stop at the George Sweari 
home near Winfield, wiomaial a sonal tet 
good herd of breeding cows, founded in 
1920 through the purchase of breeding cows 
from the W. K. Henss, herd, at Wayland 
an old time herd comprised chiefly of Eari 
Marshall and Black Woodlawn breeding 
There are but nine top cows here and the 
herd bull is one of the good ones seen on 
this trip, Blackcap Eupus, a grandson of 
Blackcap Belford, and he was _ purchased 
from Milo Sheats, of Aledo, Illinois. The 
calves at foot were of good type and in 
excellent condition as were their mothers. 
The cows here are wintered on corn stalks 
and clover hay, and the calves are grained 
as soon as they will take it. Mr. Swearin- 
gen offered this statement. “These black 
cattle have saved my hide several times, 
regardless of market prices they have al- 
ways paid the bill.” 

Earl Canby, of Winfield, laid the founda- 
tion for his small but select herd in 1911, 
Today there are sixteen mature matrons 
and six yearling heifers in the breeding 
herd, they are Blackcaps, Juanas and Elba 
Ericas, that are being serviced by a Maas 
bred bull. There are several outstanding 
females in this group. Earl winters his 
breeding herd on timothy and clover hay 
and creep feeds his calves. In one pen at 
the barn was a group of yessting heifers 
and in another a group of bulls, same age, 
that are richly bred and in good condition, 
part of which are for sale at this time. 

The last stop for the day was at the 
Seeley-Cash farms near Mt. Pleasant where 
some seventy-five head of breeding cows 
are maintained and where several good 
bulls are constantly in service. At present 
there are about sixty head of calves on the 
ground, sired by a son of Envious Marshall 
3d and Elba of Rose Hill; or a son of Ju- 
lian Joana, who has for dam, a daughter of 
Blackcap Revolution; or Everel C., by Ever- 
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el, by Elberon 2d, and out of a dam by 
Revolution 7th. The Seeley-Cash herd is 
wintered on Atlas Sorgo, clover and tim- 
othy hay, and the calves are creep fed. A 
group of cows and heifers had been driven 
up in the lot for inspection, a trip was made 
to the barns to see the herd bulls and later 
the main portion of the breeding herd was 
found “cooling off” in a pond formed by 
the overflow from a grand old spring that 
supplies water to the house as well as all 
the lots and buildings and finishes its jour- 
ney by entering the small creek that flows 
through the barn lots. ; ; 

The Seeley homestead is a rather his- 
toric spot, having been the site of army 
activities during the civil war times, the 
house, which is now the home of Dan Cash 
and family, having been built in 1857, is 
still in a state of excellent preservation. 
Here it was on the lawn that the crowd of 
about thirty assembled for a picnic dinner. 
Following the lunch the discussion centered 
around Aberdeen-Angus cattle and their fu- 
ture. Bill Barton gave the boys an inter- 
esting and instructive talk and yours truly 
attempted to point out some of the vitally 
essential factors to successful operation of 
small herds. Following these round table 
discussions it was decided that Henry Coun- 
ty should organize which it did. Ben See- 
ley was elected president; Geo. Swearingen 
was made vice-president; Earl Canby was 
chosen as secretary; Dan Cash was selected 
as one of the directors for a term of one 
year; Parke Cornick, for two years; and 
Karl Kneen, for a three year term. Ainong 
the activities discussed, was another meet- 
ing soon to which all pure bred and com- 
mercial breeders will be invited, and gen- 
eral plans for procedure adopted. Here, 
too, a sale is in the offing, perhaps not 
until next spring. It will be the purpose 
of the sales committee, which is to be ap- 
pointed at the general meeting, to select 
only top cattle and have them properly pre- 
pared.

ty-nine head in the feed lot, several of them 
are of his own raising. 

From McCabe’s we travelled to the J. V. 
Driscoll farm three and one-half miles south 
west of Williamsburg. Mr. Driscoll bought 
his first cows in 1923 from Stoner & Baird, 
of North English, Iowa. He now has forty 
cows in the herd. These are wintered on 
corn silage and straw. No additional grain 
is added. The calves never get grain until 
after weaning. The herd bull in service now 
is a very good son of Envoy of Erin. He is 
smooth, thickly fleshed and about as stylish 
a bull as one would want to see. He is a 
very good headed bull and is siring a very 
uniform set of calves. 

Jack Driscoll, Jr., is working on the farm 
with his father. He is still in 4H club work 
but has already started a herd of his own. 
He has six very good females purchased 
from his father that he is fitting for show, 
in addition to five very good club steers. 


Clarence Smith, three and one-half miles 
south of Williamsburg has a small herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus females, in fact, only 
twelve cows and six yearling heifers. His 
foundation females came from Miller & 
Kemp and Pat Donohoe. He was a commer- 
cial breeder of Aberdeen-Angus for several 
years and liked them so well, that he chang- 
ed over to pure breds a few years ago. 
“Black cattle have always been a good pay- 
ing business for me,” stated Mr. Smith. His 
cows are wintered on clover hay and corn. 
The calves always get grain. 

The T. M. Donohoe farm five miles east 
of Parnell was our next stop. Mr. Donohoe 
has around thirty cows, mostly Ericas, 
Blackeaps and Blackbirds. There have been 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle on this farm con- 
tinuously since 1900. He has been using a 
Bandolier bred bull, but at present has no 
herd sire. The cows are wintered on clover 
hay with a little grain. 

Moving on down the road a short distance 
we came to the old P. J. Donohoe farm. On 
this farm Aberdeen-Angus history has been 
made. Some of the greatest sales ever 
recorded were held in the sale pavilion on 
the farm. May 27, 1920, saw a world’s rec- 
ord sale made, when fifty head averaged 
$5,700 and a female brought $15,000. Most 
of the cattle in Iowa county trace their 
beginning to the Donohoe herd. At present 
the farm is managed by G. Donohoe. There

aré thirty-three cows in the herd all tracing 
to Edinburgh through his sons and grand- 
sons. Several very good daughters of Envoy 
of Erin were seen.

All cattle offered by Minnesota breeders 
for the Association sale which will be held 
again this year in Blue Earth, Minnesota, 
on September 30th, have been inspected by 
at least one member of the sale committee.

Bruno was away working at his du- 
ties as a township reporter in the AAA pro- 
gram, but Gene, the fourteen-year old jun- 
ior member of the firm did a very nice job 
of showing us the herd and the heifers they 
were feeding for the sale.

The 
two heifers which are being prepared for 
this year’s sale have all these attributes, 
are being beautifully fitted and are the 
kind which will fit into any herd, no matter 
how good.

few of the good breeding cows. Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle have been bred on this farm 
continously for over forty years. The cows 
in the herd are Ericas and Blackbirds. They 
are wintered on clover hay and corn stover. 
The calves get grain after weaning. The 
herd bull is another good son of Envoy of 
Erin. His calves look very good. 

One of the newest and most enthusiastic 
breeders in Iowa county, is Don Koenighain. 
His farm is six and one-half east and one 
and one-half miles north of Parnell. Don 
is a young man under thirty years of age. 
He bought his first cows in 1935 from Tom 
Donohoe. Today he has ninety-six cows of 
breeding age. All of the popular families 
are represented, including Juanas and Miss 
Burgesses. He has done a good job in cull- 
ing and selecting his cows. At present he 
has a very good herd, a uniform herd and, 
as he says, a money-making herd. “The 
best thing for a young man on a farm,” says 
Don, “is a good herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cows. [ would advise any young man to 
start a herd of them as soon as possible. 
My cows have made me more money than 
the rest of my farm produce combined, and 
I farm a lot of land.” Don is one of the 
most enthusiastic breeders found anywhere, 
and it was a real pleasure to visit this 
herd. His cows are wintered on hay—any 
kind, and corn stover. The calves are fed 
grain the first winter after weaning. 

This was our last stop in lowa county. 
During the day we had more than sixty 
men on the tour, all were interested and 
enthusiastic about their Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. Without exception all were making 
money from their good black cows and in 
many instances their only income was from 
their Aberdeen-Angus herds. 

“Well come on let’s go back to Cedar 
Rapids,” said Carl Oldsen, “I’m getting 
hungry.” 

“So am I,” said I. “Do you know where 
we can get a good steak in town?” 

“No, but we will find out,” said Carl. 
“The main thing is to get there.” 

So Carl, Dick and I headed back to Cedar 
Rapids, hungry and tired, but very well 
pleased with the day’s activities. On reach- 
ing town, we inquired at the hotel as to 
where we could get a really good steak. We 
were told to go out to the “Hut” opposite 
Coe College at the east edge of the city. 
We did, and after we were seated and pick- 
ed up the menu. . . guess what? featured 
in large letters, was “Our Specialty .... 
Prime Aberdeen-Angus Steaks.” Say I’m 
telling you we were ready. We each order- 
ed a thick steak and when it arrived, it was 
fit for a king and cooked perfectly. Don’t 
forget this place when you go through Ce- 
dar Rapids. It is owned by the Ross Bros., 
whose father was for several years head 
cattle buyer for Wilson & Co. at the Omaha 
plant. He knows good beef and prefers Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. In fact he said that he al- 
ways ordered Aberdeen-Angus cuts, because 
he knew they were the best: 


Powesheik County 
Friday, June 20th 


Our third Iowa tour was in Powesheik 
County on June 20th. Our first stop was at 
Henry Wichman’s three-fourths mile east of 
Malcom. Mr. Wichman bought his first Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle in 1908. His founda- 
tion cows came from the Messer herd at 
Grundy Center and from Donohoe and 
Schmuecker of Iowa County. He has forty 
very typy cows in the herd at present, rep- 
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resenting the Pride, Erica, Blackbird and 
Blackcap families. The cows are wintered 
on corn fodder with very little additional 
grain. Calves get grain after weaning but 
are not creep fed. The herd bulls in service 
now are, one good son of Glencarnock Revo- 
lution 6th and a son of Envoy of Erin. 


Just across the road from the Wichman 
farm is the Scott Cummings herd. Mr. Cum- 
mings bought his first cattle in 1933 from 
M. H. Donohoe. At present he has twelve 
very good cows. His herd bull is a son of 
Envoy of Erin. Mr. Cummings was not at 
home, so therefore we could not learn a 
great deal about the herd. 

H. E. Noel, four miles south of Malcom, 
has a commercial herd of about forty cows. 
He purchased his first females from. the 
Hadley Bros. in Nebraska. His herd bull is 
a four-year-old, double bred Earl Marshall 
bull, that is siring a good set of calves. Mr. 
Noel feeds his own calves out each year, 
and on several occasions has topped the Chi- 
cago market. 


E. W. McNeil, of Montezuma, has a farm 
three one-half miles southwest of that town. 
R. Watson, who is living on the farm is in 
partnerhsip with him. They are running 
both registered and commercial cattle. Eow- 
ever they do hope to eliminate the grades 
within the next few years, and to replace 
them all with registered females. They have 
only been together two years, and as Mr. 
Watson stated, “You can’t do it all at one 
time.” At present they have sixty cows, 
thirty registered. The registered cows came 
from the R. J. Hadley herd at Grinnell. The 
cows are wintered on clover hay. The calves 
get grain after weaning. All of the grade 
calves are fed out. The pure bred heifers 
are kept for replacement purposes, and the 
pure bred bull calves are sold for breeding 
purposes. Their herd bull is a son of Black- 
cap Balto bred by M. H. Donohoe. 


One of the very best herds seen on the 
tour, was that of E. G. Huedepohl, 2 miles 
south of Brooklyn. Mr. Huedepohl purchas- 
ed his original females from P. J. Donohoe 
in 1934. In the herd today are twenty-four 
excellent cows, every one hand picked. The 
original cows were all daughters of Envoy 
of Erin. The cows are wintered on clover 
and timothy hay with one grain feeding 
daily. The cows are never allowed to get 
thin, and during the winter months, are all 
brushed and curried once daily. The calves 
are fed grain as soon as they will take it, 
and continue on grain until they reach ma- 
turity. The families represented are Ericas 
and Blackcaps. The herd bull has been En- 
virons Elba’s Lad. He is now using a very 
good son of this bull of his own raising. It 
is a pleasure to see this kind of herd. The 
calves were excellent. “I’m proud of my 
herd,” said Mr. Huedepohl. And he certain- 
ly has a right to be. 

Ernest Breniman & Son, two and one-half 
miles east and two miles south of Brooklyn, 
have been breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
for ten years. They started as a result of 
Forrest Breniman’s work in 4-H club. Today 
they have only sixteen cows, but all are 
good. The families are Juanas, Miss Bur- 
gesses and Ericas. The cows are wintered 
on clover hay and corn silage. The calves 
get grain as soon as they will take it. The 
herd bull in use is a good son of Eminence 
of St. Albans. 

The E. H. Brothersen & Son herd, one 
mile West and four south of Victor, has been 
in existence since 1902. There are thirty 
cows in the herd today, practically all of 
Bandolier breeding. The families repre- 
sented are Blackcaps, Barbaras, and Queen 
Mothers. The cows are wintered on corn 
silage, atlas sorgo, hay and corn stover. 

The youngest breeder visited during the 


entire tour, was Stanley Bru : 
west of Brooklyn. ce is er re 
school, and is very interested in his ry 
club work.

The cows here are wintered on clover hay 
with a little grain. 

Our next stop was at the Orville Neville 
farm, four miles northwest of Malcom, Mr 
Neville has fifty cows in his herd, repre- 
senting the Erica, Blackcap, Queen Mother 
and Blackbird families. The cows are win- 
tered on alfalfa and clover hay with a little 
grain. The calves always get grain. Mr. 
Neville keeps his cows in good condition, 
and I think has improved his herd greatly 
in the past two years. His herd bull in ser- 
vice now is a son of Prizemere 155th. 

Mr. C. H. Decatur, two and one-half miles 
south and two east of Grinnell has only sey- 
en registered cows. He has maintained a 
small herd of Aberdeen-Angus for the past 
twelve years but has not registered all of 
them. The cows are all Ericas or Queen 
Mothers and carry a great deal of Prize- 
mere breeding. They are wintered on alfalfa 
hay and corn. His present herd bull is a 
very typy, thick young Prizemere bred bull 
of his own raising. 

Our last stop for the day was at the E. S. 
Parrish farm, eight miles southeast of Grin- 
nell. Mr. Parrish has maintained an Ab- 
erdeen-Angus herd for thirty-five years. He 
has forty very good cows in his herd today. 
All are Blackeaps, Blackbirds, Ericas or 
Miss Burgesses, and trace to his original 
foundation females. He has always used 
Belford bred herd bulls, and his present 
herd sire is a Miss Burgess of his own 
breeding. The cows are wintered on clover 
and alfalfa hay with sheaf oats and a little 
grain. Mr. Parrish is also quite a saddle 
horse fan and will talk horses as well as 
cattle with anyone who stops by. 


Saturday morning I drove to Ames, Iowa. 
I contacted George Edwards, herdsman at 
Iowa State College, and proceeded to look 
over the herd there. The cows were all out 
across the creek, so I did not get to see 
them. However I did see a swell group of 
steers, that are being fitted for the fall and 
winter shows. Iowa State College has used 
two very good sons of Revolution 100th. 
Their present herd bull is a son of 100th. 
He is really a thick, deep bull, and carries 
one of the widest, thickest quarters of the 
breed. His steers look very good, and with 
George Edwards fitting them, you know, 
that they will be good at show time. 

Sunday, June 22d, I drove to Atlantic, 
Iowa. The southwest Iowa breeders were 
gathering on the Wayland Hopley farm for 
their annual picnic. It rained Saturday 
night and looked as if it might continue 
Sunday morning, so we were afraid the 
picnic might be a failure. About six or sev- 
en breeders had arrived at eleven o’clock. 
Mr. Hopley had part of his cows close by, 
so while waiting for other people to arrive, 
we started for the pasture. Eston of Qual-

The day 
turned out beautifully, the crowd was swell 
and everyone had a grand time. I wish 
more associations would hold meetings and 
field days of this sort. I believe they do a 
lot of good. 

Monday, June 23d, I drove to Henry 
County for a short tour and meeting there. 
Fred Hahne accompanied me on this trip 
and he has promised to write about it. We 
visited five herds and helped to organize the 
Henry County Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association. 

Tuesday, June 24th, I was scheduled to 
visit the Kuhns, at their Prairie Pastures 
farm near Streator, Illinois. Mr. Kuhn is 
planning a fall sale and he had asked me 
several times to come out and help select 
the cattle. The chief herd bull in use here 
is Entelope Jr. of Prairie Pastures. He is 
a deep, thick, three-year-old son of Eileen- 
mere 162d, and is especially deep and thick 
through his quarters. Many calves on the 
farm are by him, and of course many of 
the cows in the sale will carry his service. 
We selected all of the cattle in the show 
string, with the exception of the herd bull, 
a senior bull calf, and a senior yearling 
heifer for the sale. Then we went to the 
pastures. Mr. Kuhn asked me to select the 
cows which I thought would be an attrac- 
tion for the sale, and then turned me loose. 
I know I selected several, that he wanted to 
keep, but he wanted this first sale to be 
successful, so he is putting in some of his 
very best cattle. There will be several very 
good young cows with calves at foot, and 
re-bred, in the consignment. In addition to 
these are a group of two-year-old bred heif- 
ers, and a group of open heifers. Very few 
breeders will make this sort of sacrifice, 
but Mr. Kuhn is determined to sell what the 
public wants. 

The doddie trails next month will take us 
into Oklahoma and Texas, with tours and 
meetings in the great southwest. Follow 
us there!

It wasn’t long after that we learned 
through several long distance telephone 
calls that Epponian of Rosemere 8th, along 
with nine splendid females, two of which 
were daughters of Barbarian of Rosemere 
64th, the 1933 International grand cham- 
pion bull, had been added. That Epponian 
of Rosemere 8th has proved a great bull 
cannot be questioned, for his sons and 
daughters have developed nicely, have been 
exhibited successfully and have attracted 
buyers to the farm. Buyers, who came to 
purchase a son of the bull. Few herds have 
experienced a _ better demand for their 
calves and few herds have sold their calves 
at more satisfactory prices. Other out- 
standing additions to the herd were made 
at the Congdon & Battles Dispersion in 
1938, when quite a few of the more select 
tops were added.

With the purchase of the herd, Mr. and 
Mrs. Cotnareanu will, we hope, have the 
same high regard from breeders who have 
watched with pleasure the development of 
the herd. We feel certain the new owners 
will always welcome breeders to visit the 
herd, that it will be their ambition to build 
an even finer breeding herd, to produce 
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more and better show cattle and to offer 
for sale foundation stock that will always 
be a credit to the herd. For they have pur- 
chased with a herd of cattle an enviable 
reputation for producing top breeding stock. 

The Journal wishes them much pleasure 
and the hope that the Le Baron herd may 
take its proper place in the show rings, in 
the business of producing seed stock that 
will prove breed-improvers and that the 
herd may continue to show, by a profit on 
their investment, the wisdom of establish- 
ing and operating a truly first class regis- 
tered herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle.
